TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Peterborough, in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town on Tuesday, the Twelfth day of March next, at eight-thirty 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
maintenance of the poor, for the laying out and repairing of high- 
ways, and all other charges arising within the Town and appro- 
priate the same. 


3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of the Fire Department, the Public 
Library and Memorial Day. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate towards paying the Town Debt and Interest. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or officers 
heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint a police officer, or as many as may be necessary, to pre- 
serve order in and about the public places of the town, and to 
perform other duties as may be required by the Selectmen both 
day and night, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept legacies and gifts 
givea to the Town in trust by any individual or individuals. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of eighteen hundred forty-seven dollars and twenty-five cents 
($1847.25) provided the State gives a like amount, toward the 
construction of a gravel road on any portion of the Sharon-New 
Ipswich Road, or take any other action relating thereto. 
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9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of five thousand dollars ($5000.00), provided the State gives a 
like amount, toward the completion of the Sharon-New Ipswich 
State Aid Highway. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward paying its proportionate share to the Town 
of Dublin for the completion of the Dublin-Harrisville State Aid 
Highway, or take any other action relating thereto. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of eight hundred ten dollars and seventy-four cents ($810.74), 
provided the State gives thirty-two hundred forty-two dollars 
and ninety-seven cents ($3242.97), for Town Road maintenance 
on Class V. Highways. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward placing a granite curbing on side walk as re- 
quired by the United States Government in front of the proposed 
new Peterborough Post-Office Building. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Highway laid 
out as Factory Street and now known as Nubanusit Lane from a 
point opposite the gate at entrance of Fletcher Steele property to a 
point near the former foot-bridge over Nubanusit River. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the suppression of the Gypsy and Brown-Tail 
Moths or any other insect or pest. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to amend the present Water 
Charter to abolish the Board of Water Commissioners, and place 
the control and management of the Peterborough Water Works 
in the hands of the Selectmen, and to instruct the representatives 
to introduce a bill in the present legislature in accordance with 
the vote of the Town. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an Ordinance for Traf- 
fic Regulations within the compact part of the Town, and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward providing a public parking place. 
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18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the expense of Supervision and materials on pro- 
posed projects to be undertaken through the Public Works Ad- 
ministration or Federal Emergency Relief Administration. 


19. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward a complete survey and mapping of the entire 
town. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) for the purpose of 
advertising the resources and natural advantages of the Town, 
said sum to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen, or 
take any other action relating thereto. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint a Zoning Commission to consist of five members to recom- 
mend boundaries for zoning districts in said town and to recom- 
mend approximate regulations therefor, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter forty-two of the Public Laws. 


22. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the expenses of the Zoning Commission. 


23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to widen Main Street, High Street, and Union Street 
at their junctions, and Main Street to a point near the Fire Sta- 
tion, or take any other action relating thereto. 


24. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward placing Monadnock Region entrance signs on 
the Dublin, Greenfield, Sharon, Jaffrey, and Hancock Roads. 


25. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward the laying out or construction of a Town 
Sewerage System, or take any other action relating thereto. 


26. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the 
Municipal Budget Act. 


27. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer 
or dispose of any Real Estate acquired by the Town through Tax 
Collector’s deeds. 


28. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow in anticipation of Taxes. 
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29. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Town Planning 
Board of five or seven members if the General Court has enacted 
an Enabling Act. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to accept the maintenance of 
the lighting of the Town Clock and raise and appropriate money 
for the same, or take any other action relating thereto. 


31. To see if the Town will vote to transact any other business 
that may legally come before this meeting.

WORK WITH THE SCHOOLS 


Nearly two thousand books have been loaned to our schools 
either for schoolroom use, or for the personal use of the teachers 
in the school room. 

Books for special assignments given out by the teachers for high 
school use, have been kept on reserve shelves, for the use of these 
pupils. A large amount of reference work has been done in 
helping pupils of the grades to look up school assignments. 

Book Week, this year, was observed by a display of books about 
‘““Hobbies’’ at the Public Service Company’s store. Through the 
co-operation of the teachers, articles made by the pupils were used 
to illustrate how these books could be used. 

The work during the past year has increased greatly, besides 
special reference work the circulation, not counting pictures 
loaned, was over two thousand more than the previous year.

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Report of Chief of Fire Department 
TO THE SELECTMEN OF PETERBOROUGH, N. H.: 


Gentlemen: 


As Chief of the Fire Department I submit my report from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1934 to January 31, 1935. 


Nine alarms; 28 still alarms. 
The fire loss was $500.00. 


As Forest Fire Warden: For brush fires there were 3 alarms, 
3 still alarms, 1 alarm for out of town call. 


Last spring the State gave the town $320.00 to be used for labor 
on water holes for forest fire protection, the help to be taken from 
the unemployed list as much as possible; the foreman and material 
to be paid from town funds. 

I had the water holes built in places so they would protect build- 
ings as well as forest land. Four were built: the first one at corner 
of Old Dublin Road and Four Winds Farm Road, which is 43x53x5 
ft. This hole will furnish protection for six property owners, with 
a total value of about $45,000. The second one was built beside 
Sand Hill Road in Dunbar Brook; this is 40x15x8 ft., furnishing 
protection for five property owners at an estimated value fo $7500. 
The third one is beside the same road in Wilder Brook, which will 
take care of $1500 worth of buildings besides a large area of forest 
land. The fourth one is on Windy Row about 400 feet from the 
farm house on the W. B. Rice estate, on left hand side of road 
opposite the house. This is 20x20x5 ft., which will protect 
$10,000 worth of real estate as well as considerable woodland. 

I believe this was money well spent as it gives the people in out- 
lying districts better protection. There should be more of them 
put in this coming year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS TO 
THE PETERBOROUGH SCHOOL BOARD 


In submitting my first annual report it seems advisable to men- 
tion briefly the territorial changes that have taken place in Super- 
visory Union No. 47 as a result of the consolidations required in 
1933 and 1934 which eliminated ten unions in New Hampshire. 

The towns of Greenfield and Francestown were transferred to 
the Wilton union and Bennington was made a part of the Hills- 
borough union, leaving Peterborough, Dublin and Hancock to 
be consolidated with Jaffrey, Rindge, and Sharon of Union No. 
28, which was abolished; Fitzwilliam and Troy having been trans- 
ferred to the Marlborough union. 

The new union officially known as the Peterborough-Jaffrey 
union was organized in June, and the present superintendent took 
charge of the reorganized union on July Ist, 1934. 

I wish to express my keen appreciation of the loyal support I 
have received from the several school boards, teachers, and others 
concerned in our school system. 

The excellent organization of the central office made it possible 
for me to begin work in the schools without loss of time. 

Realizing that a town that has been the center of a supervisory 
union with a resident superintendent for many years, would feel 
that such a reorganization would be likely to place either Peter- 
borough or Jaffrey at a disadvantage, I have been giving special 
attention to see that each town has had a fair amount of super- 
visory service. 

A check-up of the teacher visits for the first five months of the 
present school year shows that the Jaffrey schools received 298 
visits while 311 were made to the Peterborough schools. 

The enrollment of the Peterborough schools for the present 
school year is 466 divided as follows: 


High and Junior High 270 
Central Building 149 
West Peterborough 47 

Total 466 


The six grades in the Central School number from 20 to 26 
pupils each. At the present time at West Peterborough there are 
17 pupils registered in the sixth grade, but only 2 in the fifth, and 
6 in the fourth; 8 in the third, 8 in the second, and 6 in the first. 

The very complete and scholarly report of Headmaster Whitney 
of the High School, shows a splendid working organization in that 
building. Many outstanding items of his report are submitted 
in this report. 

A careful observation of the teachers at work indicates that 
Peterborough teachers are well trained. They know what they 
are doing and why they are doing it. Good teachers are the first 
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requirement for effective work in education, but regardless of the 
experience and standards of the teaching staff, close and efficient 
supervision is required to secure satisfactory results. 


With supervision the chief function is to further the child’s learn- 
ingand growth. More recent thinking in the field of education has 
been directed toward the bettering of conditions which affect learn- 
ing. Visiting and conferring with teachers is important; but this is 
notall. Theselection of subject matter, supplies and equipment, 
the scientific study of teaching problems, the development and 
maintenance of professional spirit and morale are highly essential. 


Thus supervision, in order to be effective, becomes leadership 
that emphasizes guidance, encouragement, and helpfulness rather 
than an inspectorial service to detect faults and coerce the workers. 
Utilization of the initiative, resourcefulness and constructive ability 
of the teachers is essential. Teachers should be encouraged to de- 
velop a power under the influence of their own ambition and effort. 


The outstanding problem of the Peterborough schools at the 
present time is to bring about the proper adjustment of pupils in 
the junior high school to their new work. For a Jong time it has 
been recognized throughout the country that the problem of deal- 
ing with boys and girls in grades seven and eight is sufficiently 
different from that of dealing with the lower elementary grades to 
justify a different type of school organization. In the lower grades 
the purpose of education is much the same for all children, and 
variations in the school’s procedure with different groups of chil- 
dren arise largely because of variation in ability or individual 
handicaps of some sort. 


With these older children new problems arise. They are ap- 
proaching a time when they must make important decisions with 
regard to their future educational or vocational interests. They 
must be helped in making these important choices. 

Grades seven and eight are larger than the lower grades, and 
with the already full schedule of the teachers dealing with the 
pupils in these grades it is difficult to find the time to give to the 
unadjusted pupil the individual attention that is required to bring 
about the proper adjustment. 

The guidance program should be strengthened to meet the need, 
and is being given attention at this time. 

The carefully prepared report of Headmaster Whitney on the 
Problem Pupils recently made out for the State Board of Educa- 
tion shows the great amount of detail required to answer all the 
inquiries. 

Individual and group conferences are constantly carried on to 
better acquaint the junior high pupils with the advantages offered 
them in our schools. 

Achievement and intelligence tests are being used, but are not 
accepted as an exact measurement for guidance in teaching. The 
personal factor must be considered as well as the results of standard 
tests. 
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We have no desire to make supervisory methods burdensome 
because of the utilization of too much time of the pupils from their 
regular work for the measurement of results by mechanical edu- 
cational devices. 

Remedial work in the primary and intermediate grades in the 
Central School is being consistently carried on, allowing the grade 
teachers to carry on the class work without delay or interruption. 

Only three changes took place in the teaching staff of the Peter- 
borough schools at the opening of the fall term. Mr. A. Carlton 
Warren, a graduate of the University of Maine, with three years 
of teaching experience, was placed in charge of the science depart- 
ment. Miss Edith J. Church, a graduate of Simmons, 1933, is 
teacher of Domestic Arts, and Miss Faith E. Woodbury, Keene 
Normal School, 19384, became Supervisor of Music. 

These teachers have shown a fine spirit of loyalty and co-opera- 
tion, and have demonstrated their ability as instructors. 

Health supervision has received special emphasis this year and 
Federal funds for remedial work have been used to correct physical 
defects. The distribution of milk and cod liver oil to pupils has 
been continued this year. 

Classes in Adult Education have been resumed at the high 
school and at West Peterborough. At present classes in Art, 
English, French and Mathematics are being held. 

The subject of school appropriations is one that is of vital im- 
portance to all tax payers. It is the duty of school officials to see 
that every dollar raised is wisely expended. The years of financial 
stringency have necessarily affected our schools, although the 
situation in New Hampshire has been much less serious than in 
many parts of the country. A recent chart of relief conditions 
throughout the United States shows that New Hampshire and 
Vermont with from six to eight per cent on the relief rolls are the 
two states in the un’on least affected. Many states have from 
fifteen to twenty-five per cent of their population on relief, and 
one state has thirty-four per cent. 

No one appreciates the tax burden better than our school 
officials, and they have cheerfully borne their share of the necessary 
reduction in school appropriations. 

During the past year, however, rapidly increasing costs of school 
supplies and the increased cost of living makes it imperative to 
call for an appropriation sufficient to carry on the work without 
depriving the children of our community of their educational op- 
portunities. 

It is our aim to maintain the high standards already set, and 
to carry on the work that an enlightened and progressive com- 
munity demands.

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EXCERPTS FROM MR. WHITNEY’S REPORT 


I believe the selection of new teachers, upon the resignation of 
former members of the staff, has been in the interests of continued 
progress for the system. All assigned to this building have shown 
a high degree of professional attitude and co-operation and are 
becoming valuable members to the school and to the community. 


English Department: For three years the English department 
has been working along without any great demand for new ma- 
terial. Much of the teaching has been by means of the lecture- 
contract reading method. In this way we have saved a large 
amount of money for the community. It must be acknowledged 
that to keep pace with the ever changing demands and college re- 
quirements for entrance, sooner or later it will be necessary 
to replace much of the present material now in use. I believe it 
is too important to set up a definite set of requirements at this 
time, but I would suggest that the Board keep in mind the need; 
and if possible to set aside some definite sum to be utilized for the 
English department another year. 

I believe the change in making Senior English required for only 
those planning on further training after high school and elective 
for others to be a move in the right direction and a move that is 
consistent with the research findings of the National Council of 
Teachers of English. The content of English IV M has been out- 
lined this year following carefully the recommendations of this 
Council. 


English IV M: Modern Literature. This course emphasizes 
reading for pleasure. It is divided into major units of: The Mod- 
ern Novel; The Drama; Biography; The One-Act Play; Poetry; 
Essay. In each unit the introductory material is presented in 
lecture and tested; the reading for the unit requires about 300 
pages per week. Book reviews are the basis for theme work. 
Regular reading of ‘‘Book Review”’ sections of daily and Sunday 
papers, magazines, etc., assists the pupil in selecting his material, 
in writing his reviews, and in developing methods of criticism. 
The course is not designed to develop production of literary forms, 
but is primarily designed to develop intelligent consumption of 
modern literary efforts, with a degree of discrimination, and the 
ability to appreciate what recognized critics call worth-while. 
American literature is emphasized, with occasional reference to 
English, French and European translations. 


French Department: In French I victrola records have been 
used for mastery of sound; and the class has begun by learning 
French expressions from classroom conversation. An attempt 
has been made to acquaint the pupils with French life and customs 
and to stimulate their desire for further knowledge in this direc- 
tion. Each student has a French correspondent. This feature 
gives much enjoyment as well as benefit from the letters and cards 
exchanged. 
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United States History: Required by state regulation in Grade 
XII. New text-books have been purchased this year. The 
work-book by Wilson and Wilson is used as the basis for the Unit- 
mastery set-up, of the course. This work book provides for 
charts, maps, exercises, collateral reading, biographies, selected 
stories, sources, and reference work in encyclopedias. The class 
is doing much collateral reading this year, consequently augmenta- 
tion and spirited discussion have added to the motivation of the 
course. Current Events are used one period per week. The re- 
sult seems to be that the class as a whole has been taking more 
notice of newspapers and the modern problems of government. 
Two days were spent in reproducing the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. State viewpoints and parliamentary practice were two of 
the accomplishments of the study. Election day was observed 
the day following the state election day. The class conducted an 
election by ballot at the town hall assisted by some of the local 
town officers and politicians. Cartooning of factual information 
has been encouraged with some fairly interesting results. 


Biology: The course in Biology is certainly an enormous addi- 
tion to the curriculum this year. Mr. Warren has made the course 
vital to the pupils electing it. The aims of the course: (1) to pre- 
sent to the pupils a coherent story of the science of life; (2) to 
arouse the spirit of inquiry in students concerning living things— 
plants and animals; (8) to develop a systematic, scientific attitude 
of attacking problems closely related to each individual; (4) to 
develop a certain amount of skill in the manipulation of biological 
apparatus; (5) to encourage observation and experimentation. 
The practical application and relation of biological principles to 
human life is particularly stressed. The course has been divided 
into units, some of the principal problems of which are listed. 
Experiments to accompany class work have been performed by 
the class, and demonstrations and moving pictures have been 
shown. Types of Units are: 


Unit I—How do living things obtain food? 

Unit II—How do living things use food? 

Unit Il1I—How do living things grow? 

Unit IV—How do living things maintain their kind? 

Unit V—How are living things related to their surroundings? 


During the course an attempt has been made to acquaint the pupil 
with the possibilities and opportunities offered in the various fields 
of biology. The unit on ‘‘The Human Body” was especially 
stressed for those who indicated interest in medicine or nursing. 
It has been the aim to encourage work along these lines and to 
develop interest in the various phases of Biology as a life work. 
Some of the outstanding projects accomplished include: a study of 
the germination and growth of beans under varying conditions of 
moisture, light, and temperature; Preparation of a skeleton of a 
squirrel; Collection of twigs and buds; Preparation of bacteria 
cultures; and Display of biological specimens collected on field 
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trips. Frequent field trips have been made for the following pur- 
poses: (1) observation and collection of mosses, ferns, and fungi; 
(2) collection of leaves; (8) collection of seeds; (4) observation of 
growing plants and trees; and (5) competitory observation of liv- 
ing things. 

A valuable and much needed piece of apparatus was added to 
the equipment of the Biology department this year; namely, a 
micro-projector. This new machine consists of a high quality 
Bausch and Lomb two stage microscope, with an Abbe condenser, 
and an arc lamp projector. The microscope may be used separate- 
ly when desired, or it may be mounted on the projector to throw 
a highly magnified view of any slide on the screen in any part of 
the room. This enables the instructor to put before the entire 
class at once the desired slides, thus eliminating the tedious and 
time wasting method of having each student take turns looking 
through the microscope, and making individual adjustments. The 
micro-projector has already proven very valuable to the Biology 
classes, and has been used considerably in the General Science 
course as well. Its lasting qualities and adaptability to class- 
room use should more than offset its initial cost; and it certainly 
is more economical than purchasing individual microscopes. 


The Family and Its Members: The aims and objectives of 
the course may be summed up as follows: (1) More worthy home 
membership; (2) Greater respect for the vocation of homemaking; 
(3) Realization of the importance of well-organized home life, its 
effect upon every member of the family; (4) How to be an efficient 
and responsible member of a family and of a community; (5) A 
better and clearer understanding of the finances of afamily. The 
class is conducted mainly as a discussion group where case studies 
may be discussed, varied viewpoints given, and where the pupils, 
through an impersonal approach, may find the answers to many 
of their present and future problems. 


Foods and Nutrition: The aims and objectives of this course 
may be summarized as: (1) To help girls to choose, prepare, and 
serve food easily and attractively; (2) To teach the fundamentals 
of nutrition; (3) To improve the health habits of the girls and 
their families; (4) To teach a variety of dishes, with examples 
from each type of food and methods of preparing; (5) To teach 
principally ‘““WHY’” because many of the girls already know 
‘“What to do”’; (6) To establish good habits for cooking in school 
and at home. 
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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


This report covers but half a year—the length of service of the 
present teacher— Miss Woodbury. 


Music in Grades VII and VIII 
Major Objectives: 

1. To stimulate an interest in music through thorough apprecia- 
tion and enjoyment of it. 

2. To give every pupil the use of his singing voice and pleasure 
in song as a means of expression. 

With these two objectives in view the year’s work has been 
planned accordingly—being divided into three parts. For the 
first half of the school year, the boys and girls have been trained 
to sing with ease. Special emphasis has been placed on the correct 
use of the singing voice. They have been taught: (1) correct tonal 
placement; (2) correct breathing and posture for singing; and (3) 
how to follow the director’s baton. To use these correct methods 
in singing, various songs of folk and patriotic types have been se- 
lected. In the songs expression, correct rhythm, clear enuncia- 
tion have been stressed. The classes meet three times a week— 
Grade VII and Grade VIII separately twice a week—then they 
have one class together—thus making it possible to accomplish 
more each week. Testing of voices comes twice a year; and, 
whereas the boys’ voices are changing very rapidly, there is a good 
bass and tenor section promised. All pupils have been trained 
in two-part music. Although some difficulty was met at first, 
they have done very well on the whole. 

In preparing for the MacDowell concert, the song “‘ Bells of the 
Sea’’ was used. This was a wonderful opportunity for the boys 
and girls in that they have learned stage presence. They are now 
able to present themselves on a platform with a definite degree 
of ease and grace. They know how much is required of them when 
asked to sing on a large stage with an audience out in front of 
them. They also learned the necessity of steady drill. The 
school program in music for the next half year is made up of music 
theory and appreciation. Emphasis will be placed on the reading 
of music. Children must know how to educate themselves in 
song. Good leaders appreciated this. Because of the fact that 
the school has no orchestra this year, we are faced with the prob- 
lem of how we are to build one. Lectures are to be given on the 
parts of an orchestra. The theory of each instrument will be 
studied carefully. The boys and girls must be stimulated in that 
direction in order to interest them enough to want to play an in- 
strument,—to want to become a part of a school orchestra. Finally, 
current events of the musical world will be brought forth from the 
child himself. Class discussions will follow where every child will 
take interest in the musical world about them. 
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Guidance: The State Board of Education has sent out ques- 
tionnaires for the school to report on Problem Pupils. These 
reports covered such items as (1) Attendance irregularities, (2) 
Evidences of social mal-adjustments, (3) Defective home condi- 
tions, (4) Physical abnormalities, and (5) Miscellaneous questions 
of personnel nature. The questionnaires and report blanks were 
discussed in teachers’ meetings; and each teacher worked well 
with the office in making studies of the troublesome pupils. Copies 
of these studies and reports have proved interesting data about the 
pupils reported, and have served as material for guidance work 
through teacher and principal conference with the pupil and with 
the parent where interest has been shown. The records, as now 
kept in the school, proved themselves worthwhile in assisting to 
accumulate the data to make the report to the state office. 

In addition, a careful diagnostic study was made in each case 
of the school record to discover any deficiencies or outstanding 
accomplishments. Then the Behavior trend was ascertained in 
each case—whether the pupil was improving, standing still, or 
deteriorating. In addition a carefully detailed study of pupil 
behavior and reaction to trait characteristics was made. 

In addition to fact finding and study of pupils from this angle, 
the school office has attempted to serve the pupils as a clearing- 
house for part-time and permanent employment. We have 
recommended fourteen this year for such employment. Our 
records show that some of the boys and girls so reeommended have 
secured the positions or jobs open. 


The New Grading System: This school year saw the inno- 
vation of a grading system by letters rather than in percentages. 
The arguments in favor and against such a change were presented 
last year, and I shall but deal briefly with reactions to the system. 
In the first place most apparent is the attidude of the majority of 
the pupils in favor of the system. Only in isolated cases has there 
been expressed a preference for the old system of grading. The 
teachers are in accord in the approval of the system. They feel 
that they can be far more accurate in this way than under the old 
system of stating that one pupil did 70 or 75 per cent of the work 
assigned. Grades at best are but conscientious teacher estimates. 
But a teacher can tell whether a pupil is doing average work, better 
than average, or less than average. The parent reactions that a 
principal gets to grades are always the ones from dissatisfied 
parents, no matter what system of grading is used. In general, 
however, I feel that the parents are coming to feel that the present 
system is adequate, and that it is a fairer basis of grading the work. 
It is a process of re-education for adults to understand the changes 
inculeated in any system. Probably more unfavorable reactions 
were made to the system of figuring the averages for the semester, 
than in the awarding of the grades themselves. This called for 
careful explanation to pupils and parents, and in every case where 
the principal has had a conference with either pupil or parent, the 
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conference seems to have resulted in an understanding of the sys- 
tem, and satisfaction at the result. The innovation of grading 
school citizenship has been worthwhile. Gradually parents, as 
well as pupils, are realizing the purpose of bringing to their atten- 
tion in a concrete form of a grade what the stage cf socialization 
of the pupil really is. All the pupils are graded average unless the 
pupil has done something to call for a grading up or down in the 
scale. The lower scale indicated is a signal that the pupil is not 
an average school citizen. It indicates some degree of mal-adjust- 
ment to the school. It is diagnostic in a degree in that it gives 
the office an opportunity to assist further in character training by 
definitely pointing out to a pupil the cause for the grade, the dis- 
covery with the pupil of the cause, and the suggestion of a possible 
remedy to an unsocial attitude on the part of the pupil. The 
grades above average indicate that the pupil is learning todo con- 
crete things for the best interests of theschoolasacommunity. Its 
value as a habit can readily be seen. Underlying the entire sys- 
tem is the concept that pupils must learn to take the initiative in 
leadership for the best interests of the community at large if he is 
to be considered better than average. Guidance in discovering 
needs for self-improvement, what can be done and the like, is 
being given to pupils who have never exercised the attitude of 
hunting-for-things-to-do to improve conditions in the environ- 
ment. Just what results will be permanent cannot be given until 
the experiment has been conducted over a period of years and we 
find the pupils becoming leaders, to a greater or less degree, in the 
community. The immediate result is that a pupil becomes so- 
cially minded in thinking of the best interests of the community— 
be it school or town. 


EXCERPTS FROM Miss MCGRATH’S REPORT 


In September, Stanford Achievement Tests were given to the 
grades from which groups for remedial classes were arranged. This 
gave an average of twelve pupils for each class. 

About half to three-quarters of an hour is spent in the office 
while the remainder of the day is used for remedial work. 

Spelling seemed to be rather poor at the beginning of the year 
but by the use of the Morrison-McCall Spelling Scale we have 
discovered that itis improving. These tests are given at intervals 
of six or eight weeks. 

Last year some of the work of the Physical Education Supervisor, 
Miss Dorothy Holman, was corrective classes for poor posture. 

In September, through the kindness of the Physiotherapy De- 
partment of Sargent School and the splendid co-operation of Miss 
Lucille Washburn, head of the Physiotherapy Department, we 
were able to get posture pictures of each child. Miss Washburn 
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brought the apparatus from Sargent School and with the assistance 
of Miss Holman and Miss McGinnis the pictures were taken. 
Miss Washburn developed the pictures, studied each one with 
Miss Holman, after which the pupils were divided into groups 
according to defects. 

In November, a ‘‘good posture’’ week was held during which 
each child was given a good posture card. These cards were given 
out each morning and if the child did not keep good posture the 
card was taken away. If the card was taken one day he had a 
chance the next day. The child who kept his card each day in 
that week was given the card at the end of the week. 

They also studied well known figures, discussed various posi- 
tions as to good or bad, drew health posters for good health habits. 

To conclude ‘‘good posture’’ week the parents were invited to 
the school and Miss Holman, using the delineascope to show the 
pictures, gave a very interesting talk explaining the various types 
of posture and gave suggestions as to how the parents might help 
to improve their child’s posture. 

Corrective exercises have a place in the Physical Education 
program and mats have been made by the D. A. classes at the 
high school to be used for some of the exercises. 


FROM Mrs. NICHOLS’ REPORT 


On account of a larger out-going sixth grade than an in-coming 
first grade the registration has been lowered from 61 for the school 
year 1933-34 to 54 at the beginning of the present school year. 

An unusual amount of sickness during the past two years has 
materially lowered a previous high rate of attendance. 

However, by additional remedial work and extra effort on the 
part of the children, the grade standard will, in most cases, be 
achieved. 

A gift of 140 fine gladioli bulbs was given to the children by 
Miss Anna Jaquith last spring. Joseph Atkoczaitis kindly took 
care of them throughout the summer vacation and the children 
enjoyed the flowers very much during the early weeks of the 
autumn. 

An illustrated posture talk, given by Miss Dorothy Holman on 
November 23 was of much benefit to parents, teachers and pupils.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Peterborough School system, viewed critically, as it certainly 
should be by its sponsors, is not marked during the current year 
by any radical changes. A decrease in total enrollment of pupils 
compared with previous years is noticeable: in September, 1934, 
there were registered 483; in February, 1935, there are 466. This 
condition is accounted for chiefly by removals and by fewer resi- 
dent children of school age. 

The teaching staff still numbers 22 full-time teachers, among 
whom there are but three changes: in the Science Department, A. 
Carlton Warren, a specialist of three years’ successful experience; 
in Household Arts, Edith J. Church; in Music, Faith E. Wood- 
bury. Attention is called to the Schedule on page 118. 

School Board members express herewith to all teachers apprecia- 
tion of their professional service and devoted personal interest in 
all pupils, as individuals with widely varying ability and yet all 
with some capacity for something worth encouraging and develop- 
ing. Hence, the value of time for remedial work and of oppor- 
tunity for the extension of special courses of study. 

Intelligent criticism is always constructive. There is still the 
middle ground in the system, Grades VII, VIII, and IX, where 
numbers congregate of necessity, where weakness in adjustment 
is frequently apparent, and where remedial attention is sadly 
needed. For lack of teaching service class division is not possible 
here as itis farther on. Another teacher would be a luxury at this 
time that Peterborough can ill afford. Hence, the present teaching 
staff is expected to work all the more efficiently to overcome these 
conditions. As pointed out one year ago more exacting elementary 
instruction is needed in English, History and Mathematics. We 
believe, however, that some gain is evident, and we hope at the 
close of the year to register positive standards of accomplishment. 

Under strictly High School subjects the Science curriculum has 
been enriched by the addition of a much desired course in Biology 
and the laboratory furnished with a micro-projector. We are 
rather proud to be able to afford this equipment.
